Linus Pauling, Scientists, and Nuclear Weapons 


One of the major drives of the Communist propaganda 
apparatus in recent years has been to enlist the scientists of 
the United States in a fear-mongering campaign on the subject of 
radioactive fall-out. 


On January 13, 1958, Professor Linus C. Pauling, Nobel Prize 
winner in chemistry from the California Institute of Technology, 
presented a petition, bearing the names of 9235 scientists, to 
United Nations Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold, calling for an 
immediate cessation of nuclear bomb tests. 


On this list of petition signers, submitted by Professor 
Pauling, the names of scientists from 43 countries on both sides 
of the Iron Curtain were included. Among the signers, 2749 were 
from Romania (topping the list), 2705 from the United States, 
1141 from Japan, 304 from the United Kingdom, and 216 from the 
Soviet Academy of Sciences. 


According to public records, Professor Pauling has had 
affiliations with at least 44 different projects or enterprises 
of the propaganda apparatus.
